In other words, tlie 
ship has swallowed up several town¬ 
ships, perhnps a whole county. It 
strikes us that our agricultural friend 
lias given statesmen something to 
think about.

The wages of skilled workmen have 
risen since our era of great prosperity 
began, and the earnings of a part of 
tlie proprietary class have greatly in- 
creased. But, asks the World’s Work, 
have the salaries of the men who stand 
between these two classes been in¬ 
creased correspondingly, or have they 
risen as fast as the cost of living? 
Does a time of prosperity bring fewer 
benefits to tin* salaried class than to 
others? The facts about tlicir relative 
salaries are nowhere accurately tabu¬ 
lated. With tin* increase of prosperity 
many have risen, but in how many 
kinds of work they have risen nobody 
can say. The pay of teachers lias in¬ 
creased vir.v slowly in most communi¬ 
ties. Preachers’ salaries in the large 
cities have liecome* bigger than they 
were. Tlie income of good salesmen—- 
from salaries and commissions—is very 
considerably larger than they were a 
decade ago. Of clerks of a hundred 
grades of routine labor, some have 
shared the increased prosperity, some 
not. As a rule, men who have to do 
directly with money-get ting—salesmen, 
for instance—have prospered most. 
Tin* salaried man is. as a rule, tlie man 
who lacks capital, liis chance for 
financial Independence lies, as it lias 
always lain, either in his ability to 
save Ids (-tunings and to use them 
wisi ly or in liis ability to make a place 
for himself among tin* proprietary 
class by exceptional energy. This said, 
you come hack to the fundamental law 
of all personal financial success. It 
has never been won except by 111 ise 
who had daring and endurance, or self- 
denial. or both. • 

Does it pay Canada to be a colony 
of Great Britain? Is there anything In 
it. outside of sentiment—a sort of 
mother love? The Alaskan decision 
lias convinced a good many Canadians 
that England cares more for the good 
will of tin* I 'nileil States Ilian she does 
for the interests of Cuniidn; that she 
would sacrifice a colony for polities 
and lo carry out tin* blood-brotherhood 
idea, which is supposed to make John 
Bull and Cnele Sam n good deal closer 
than friends. The Halifax Chronicle 
is tin* organ of the Liberal party in 
Canada. It is an influential newspa¬ 
per, and Its management has soured on 
King Edward to the extent of bitter¬ 
ness. It recommends complete Inde¬ 
pendence for Canada not annexation 
to tin* United States but the birth of 
a new and powerful nation. They 
haven’t gone so far as to pinn out a 
government yet. The scheme may In¬ 
clude a democratic organization, with 
a President at tin* head, or the selec¬ 
tion of a King. That is for the future. 
One tiling is certain: The idea of being 
rulisl from abroad; “God-saving a 
crown that lias scant Interest In a land 
thousands of miles from London; being 
taxed to support an establishment and 
government that takes much and gives 
very little; being bound by English 
prejudices, and all within sight of a 
country where freedom and industrial 
prosperity walk hand in hand, does not 
please those who think in the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada. Why shouldn't they 
govern themselves? Canada is an em¬ 
pire. Her possibilities are boundless. 
Slu* lias climate; she needs population. 
She lias acres of fertile land by the 
tens of millions; sin* needs farmers. 
Slu* 1ms milural wealth without limik, 
and sin* needs men to develop it. These 
tilings that go to make a great nation 
have not come to Canada under the 
rule of a foreign King. Is il any won¬ 
der that tin* |M'oplt* who dream of prog¬ 
ress should fiJrfeSIless and yearn for a 
new order of things?

HUNTING BEAR IN COLORADO. 

From September the Hunting 1 b Good 
Until Winter Sets in. 

The spring season is comparatively 
brief, as tlie fur is in prime condition 
only for a short time after the bears 
come out, says tlie Illustrated Sport¬ 
ing News. They take immediately to 
a vegetable diet anil a strenuous life, 
which soon works off the layers of fat, 
and by June 1 the fine winter coat 
becomes thin and more or less shag¬ 
gy. By September, however, the fur 
is again in good condition, mill from 
j tlien on hunting is good until real 
' winter sets in, and the first big, last¬ 
ing snowstorm sends Bruin limiting 
j for shelter. Tlie latter is not neces- 
! sarily in “a dark den in the rocks or 
in tin* cave formed by tlie roots of 
some fallen giant of the forest," for 
the Calling giant is seldom considerate 
enough to form anything which mulil 
: seriously be called a "cave," aiul good 
j rock dens are few and far between. 
If winter comes on gradually, tlie hear 
will take some time in selecting a 
really good ilen, but if it sets in sud¬ 
denly ami in earnest with a big snow¬ 
storm, the bear will “hole up" in any 
j sort of shelter; fallen trees, piles of 
brush, bushes or ledges of rock, and 
almost invariably on the northern 
sides of tlie mountains, where the 
snow lies longest anil they can sleep 
till tin* melting snow trickles in on 
them and drives them out. 

The method of hunting is the same 
in both seasons, but the feeding 
grounds differ. In the fall they col¬ 
lect where the berries grow, but in 
the spring one runs across tlielr tracks 
almost anywhere, as they are then 
constantly on the move, and feed on 
the bark of young alders, willow and 
all sorts of water plants, fish, frogs, 
ants, etc. 

Having collected your outfit, you 
send the pack train of dogs, with the 
cook, "wrangler” and one guide, on a 
day ahead, and tlien follows a long 
ride with the head guide to where 
camp has been made. You eat a tre¬ 
mendous dinner and crawl into your 
sleeping bag at half past 8 or 9. t he 
next morning you have breakfasted 
and are saddling your fresh pony ifor 
every man must have at least two 
mounts) ns the sun peeps over the 
mountains. Strung out in single file, 
led by the head guide in the midst 
of the dogs (only the terriers are uot 
coupled), you ride for perhaps hall’ an 
hour, when a halt is made, cinches are 
tightened and the magazines of your

licher filled and the rifle replaced in 
the scabbard miller yonr right knee, 
trigger down to protect tlie foresight.

EXCAVATIONS IN ROME. 

W hat Ha* Been Uncovered by Arch- 
icoloeista Since 1H9H. 

As early as the autumn of 1898 at- 
tention had been directed to the var¬ 
ious fragments of an architectural 
character which were scattered 
throughout the Forum area without as¬ 
signment to tlie original structures, 
says I’rof. Egbert in tin* Forum. The 
minister of puDlic instruction appoint¬ 
ed a commission consisting of Sigs. 
Bold, Gatti and Lanciana and Prof. 
Huilsen, whose duty is to undertake 
tlie relative completeness of whose re¬ 
mains justified such an undertaking. 
This commission, fortunately eonqiosrd 
of men of scholarly judgment, deter¬ 
mined upon a most thorough investiga¬ 
tion, resolving to make excavations, if 
is was necessary, even to tlie lowest 
stratum. 

Little did these scholars realize tlie 
results of this praiseworthy determina¬ 
tion. In November, 1898, two of the 
colossal pillars which had adorned tlie 
north side of the Sacra Vit opposite 
I In' Basilica Julia had been replaced 
on their baswn and the shrine at tin* 
entrance of the House of the Vestals 
was restored. What proved to be of 
grcati r importance was tlie digging of 
"last!,” or experimental trenches, in 
various parts of tin* Forum. On .Tan. 
10, 1899, tin* now famous “lapis niger" 
was found, which many at once ac¬ 
cepted as the stone tradition had de¬ 
scribed as marking the tomb of Romu¬ 
lus. This discovery was a great in¬ 
centive to further excavations. Money 
w ns provided by tin* state and even 
private Individuals contributed toward 
the purchase of houses which blocked 
the path of tlie excavator. 

In tlie spring of 1900 a shrine anil 
stele with archaic inscription were dis¬ 
covered under tin* “lapis niger" and iu 
the summer months tin* nscent of the 
Sarac Via, that portion in front of the 
Basilica of Constatine, and a part of 
the Basilica Emilia were cleared. Fin- 
ally it was proposed to yield to tlie 
nreliaelogists the modern street, along 
which ran an electric tramway. In 
the enthusiasm of tin* time this was 
done and excavations uncovered tlie 
area of tlu* Oomltium and the western 
portion of the* Basilica Em Jin. 

The early months of Bmhi witnessed 
tlie purchase anil demolition of the 
Church of Santa Maria Lilieratrice. 
which stood in the way of archaeo¬ 
logical progress on tlie other side of j 
tin* Forum. Then* the shrine of Jlltur- i 
im and tin* Basilica of Santa Maria 
Antiqua of tin* eight century of our i 
era were brought into view. In the fall 
i of 19UO and in the spring of 1901 ex¬ 
cavations were made at the rear of tli ■ 
Temple of Castor near tlie Rostra and ■ 
I he House of tlie Vestals and in the tal¬ 
ler part of 1901 "tasti" were dug in 
the Saira Via from the Arch of Titus | 
| to tlie entrance' of the I’alaoe of the 
Caesars. In 1902. near the Church of 
SS. Cosma and Damian >. remains of 
private houses of republican days and | 
j mar the southeast corner of the J 
Temple of Faustina gravis of v. rv j 
archaic p liod were found. Tib* Temple* 
of Castor received considerable atten-' 
Iti ui during the last year and is even i 
now in tin* hands erf tlie excavators, j 
This is a summary of the operations 
of the last five years. 

URGES PLANTING OF TREES. 

Walnut, Hickory anil Chestnut Likely 
to Prove l'roti table. 

Tlie present high price's of walnut, 
hickory and chestnut lumber and the* 
■ertaiuty that they will go higher year 
'ifte'r year, leads Dr. J. F. Wilson, eif 
Poulan, Ga., tlie sen-rotary of the Na¬ 
tional Nut Growers’ Association, to 
urge on laud owners in the South the 
expediency of planting nut troe*s for 
their timber value alone', although, as 
he aelds, their fruit crops before they 
roach tlie maturity that will tit them 
; for lumber will make such plantations 
eloubly valuable, be side's obviating tlie 
objection to tree planting that the 
planter must wait for years before re¬ 
ceiving any return for liis investment. 

The article in which Dr. Wilson sets 
forth his views is printed in the Nut 
, Grower, the organ of the national as- 
: aociation. anti is especially timely just 
now in connection with tlie suggested 
movement to induce the replanting of 
; the treeless areas in the upper part of 


this State, says the Charleston News 
anil Courier. We note some of iti 
points accordingly, as they go to skoW 
that the policy may well he so conduct* 
eil as to Insure large profits to tin* laud 
owners and planters as well as protec¬ 
tion from disastrous floods to import¬ 
ant manufacturing and agricultural in¬ 
terests. 

Tlie present time, it is remarked, is 
none too soon to begin planting such 
trees for lumber purposes. Tlie con¬ 
sumption of lumber of all kinds "is in¬ 
creasing much more rapidly than in 
proportion to the increase of imputa¬ 
tion,” a fact which is plainly exhibited 
to purchasers of ordinary pine lumber, 
even, in the greatly increased prices 
tliey are charged for that product. In 
fifty years the United States will have 
double their present population and 
who can predict what the prices for 
black walnut, chestnut and hickory 
will be in the interval? Tliey will la* 
high, certainly, and if the demand 
holds at nearly its present rate there 
will as certainly soon lie no such lum¬ 
ber in the market "unless from trees 
planted by this generation." 

Dr. Wilson notes truly that the 
planting of large areas of lumber for 
the beneficial effect upon climatic con¬ 
ditions and to hold hack tin* rainfall 
from too precipitate a rush down the 
hill slopes anil valleys "is sure to be¬ 
come of increasing importance year¬ 
ly" and emphasizes anew tlu* point 
that there an* great tracts of land in 
many regions which are not well 
adapted to ordinary agricultural opera¬ 
tions, "but are peculiarly suited for 
growing lumber.” 

Our mountain ranges and their foot¬ 
hills are, as is well known, "tlu* nat¬ 
ural home of tlu* chestnut," while tin* 
bottoms which are overflowed too fre¬ 
quently for safe farming, are "often 
well adapted for the rapid growth of 
hickory and walnut—so that the waste 
places seem to be intended for such 
beneficial uses as growing timber and 
food.” There is, at any rate, hardly 
any locality that cannot grow some va¬ 
riety of mu trees, whose lumber alone 
will surely afford a profitable return, 
and with all these considerations in 
' lew it is evident that thi* reforesting 
of the denuded hillsides and valleys of 
tlu* Piedmont region with mil trees 
would not only he a protective work 
for large industrial interests and mauy 
private interests lint a very valuable 
work for ilie owners of the tree plan¬ 
tations. 

"\\ itli every prospect of ultimate di¬ 
rect and indirect profit and assurance 
of large ilividi nils from such trees dur¬ 
ing the waiting period for a lumber 
harvest," Dr. Wilson concludes, 'the 
subject seems worthy of such agita¬ 
tion as may tie necessary to call pub¬ 
lic attention to it, and it certainly 
should command some careful atten¬ 
tion in South Carolina .just now. 

Soldiers Live to Great Age. 

It is not always true that war short¬ 
ens life, says the London Chronicle. 
Tin sole survivor of the Greek war 
of iudepci lienee, who was brought to 
the notice of King George tin* other 
day. is said to lie 105 years old and 
the last survivi t- of our wars have of¬ 
ten reached a much greater age. Sir 
Joseph Fayrer. one of the king's phy¬ 
sicians, lias spoken to a man who 
fought in tin* tattle of Buxar, which 
took place in 1704. William Gilles¬ 
pie. wlio saved the colors at Preston 
Pans and is on the roll of Chelsea 
pensioners, died in Dumfries at 102, 
and the last survivor of tlie capture 
of Gibraltar livid to lie 115. 

Thomas Wimuis, who died in 1791 
near lluaui. in Ireland, had fought in 
the battle of Londonderry in 1701. and 
Phoebe Hessel, the amazon, who re¬ 
ceived, a bayonet wound at Fonteuoy 
in 1 <4o. lived to lie 108, receiving a 
pension from the private purse of 
George IV until her dentil. A veteran 
of Cullodeu drew a pension for 00 
years and died aged 100. and a man 
whose hfirst* was shot under him at 
Kdgehill in 1042 died 94 years later 
aged 113. There is now no survivor 
of Waterloo, but Mnie, Givrou of Vies- 
ville. Haiuault,saw the ground drench¬ 
ed with blood and Napoleon riding "as 
if in a dream.”

In Connecticut along the Housntonle 
river and In fact ail over the State, 
are many large brooks or creeks that, 
back from tlie river, have long, still 
stretches of water, caused by some not 
ural conditions or by mllldams, says 
the Field and Stream. These are gen 
erally found in Isolated sections, and 
are lined on either bank with heavy 
growths of alder and birch. In many 
Instances heavy timber flanks both 
sides of the stream for miles, thus 
making an Ideal retreat and breeding 
ground for ducks. 

I have seeu as many as fifteen at the 
most in a flock, this being an unusual¬ 
ly large number; six to eight being 


about tlx* average. These Hocks settle 
in tin* brooks early in the fall and re¬ 
main until severe cold weather sets in 
before leaving for tlie South. Once in 
a while a Canada goose, sometimes 
three or four, will stop over for a stay 
and a good feed, but the goose Is a 
restless bird in tin* fall and never keeps 
to one locality like the duck. These 
wide reaches of water furnish all kinds 
of delicate dainties, such as small 
dace, trout, watercress, newts, belgru- 
mltes and a variety of food flint, water 
fowl liko, and it is easy for them to 
procure food as tlie water Is generally 
shallow.

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EARLY USE OF GUNPOWDER. 

Dvidcncc of Its Discovery Lone Be¬ 
fore the Christian Era, 

With reference to the early use of 
gunpowder and firearms long before 
the popularity accepted but erroneous 
rliite of gunpowder discovery, Gen. 
Joseph Wheeler, U. S. A., in a lecture 
a short time ago, remarked that in 
many localities iu China and India the 
soil is impregnated with nitre, and tlie 
probable discovery of gunpowder (here 
many centuries before tlie Christian 
era may be explained in tills way: 

All cooking at that time was by 
wood fires, and tlie people lived in 
tents and huts, with earth for their 
floors. Countless fires made of wood 
upon ground strongly impregnated 
with nitre must have existed every 
day, and when such fires were extin¬ 
guished a portion of the wood must 
have boon converted into charcoal; 
some of this would, of necessity, be¬ 
come mixed with the nitre in the soil. 
By this means two of the most active 
ingredients of gunpowder were 
brought together, and it was very nat¬ 
ural that when another fire was kin¬ 
dled on the same spot a flush might 
follow. This would lead to investiga¬ 
tion, and then the manufacture of gun¬ 
powder was conceived. Whether this 
be true or not, there is abundant evi¬ 
dence that the origin of gunpowder and 
artillery goes far back In the dim ages 
of the past. 

The Hindoo code, compiled long be¬ 
fore tlie Christian era, prohibited tho 
making of war with cannon and guns 
or any kind of firearms. Quintus Cur¬ 
tins informs us that Alexander the 
Great met with fire weapons in Asia, 
and Philostrntus says that Alexander’s 
conquests were arrested by the use of 
gunpowder. It is also written that 
those wise men who lived in the cities 
of the Ganges “overthrew their ene¬ 
mies with tempests and thunderbolts 
shot from the walls.” Julius Afrlcanus 
mentions Llie shooting powder in tlie 
year 275. It was used in tlie siege of 
Constantinople in tiiiS; by the Arabs, in 
090; at Tbessaloniea, in 904; at the 
siege of Belgrade; 107.”; by the Greeks 
in naval battles, iu 1098; by il»e Arabs 
against the Iberians, in 1147. and at 
Toulouse, in 1218. It appears to have 
been generally known throughout civi¬ 
lized Europe as early as I3i)u. mi l soon 
thereafter it made its way into Eng¬ 
land, where it was manufactured dur¬ 
ing tlie reign of Elizabeth, and we 
learn that a few arms were posesssed 
by the English in 1310, and that they 
were used at the battle of Crecy in 
1340. _
